Advice to junior players, 
money, and comparing 
players of the past with 
those of today are topics 
with elicit responses en- 
capsulating the soccer 
philosophy of the great 
Ferenc Puskas (pictured). 

So what advice has the great 
man got for the stars of the to- 
morrow? 

“Firstly, love the game and 
practice as much as possible. 
Secondly, when you get a bit 
older, watch your private life. 
Of course, you can have a 
drink occasionally and have 
girlfriends, but always re- 
member to behave in a sports- 
manlike manner both on and 
off the ground. And thirdly, 
make friends, for they are the 
most important things you will 
gain as a sportsman,’’ said 
Puskas. 

When asked whether or not 
money had spoilt soccer, he re- 
plied: 

“Money was always an issue 
but perhaps it was distributed 
better in the old days. Now, a 
lot of players are paid far in 
excess of their ability and con- 
tribution."’

The Socceroos will rehearse, during the 
mid-year internationals, this pattern of 
play — and they are not flexible enough 
to switch, later in the year, to a three- 
pronged attack against New Zealand, 
Israe] and others. 

So let’s take it for granted that for the rest 
of 1985 the Socceroos will play with two 
conventional strikers in what is basl- 
cally a 1-4-3-2 system — one sweeper, 
four defenders, three midfielders and 
two attackers. 

This, of course, applies mainly to our 
away matches — say in Tel Aviv and 
Auckland — not to mention Glasgow, 
Madrid or Cardiff — if we are lucky to 
get that far. 

In the home games, especially in the 
Oceania ties, Arok is more likely to field 
three strikers, changing his formula to 
4-3-3 or 4-4-2 but certainly dropping the 
concept of a security sweeper (Yan- 
kos), 

All things being equal — no injury, no sus- 
pension — one can assume that one of 
the attackers will be John Kosmina who 
is currently the skipper of the team. 

Kosmina deserves his ‘booked’ berth in 
the team: for some seasons now he has 
been tremendously consistent, much 
more so than any of his rivals. 

So the question is — who will partner him 
in the World Cup matches? 

It’s impossible to read Frank Arok’s mind 
about his team structure; he doesn’t 
select players but whole parts, such as 
midfields which fit into his overall con- 
cept. 

Arok will almost certainly decide first on 
his midfield before finding Kosmina’s 































shan depend on who’s playing behind 

him. 

Arok is likely to use a different striker in 
front of a more attacking Crino than he 
would in front of a slower and older 
Watson for instance, 

As Raskopoulos and McCulloch have dif- 
ferent defensive virtues, the selection of 
either of them would almost certainly 
have an impact on the choice of Austra- 
lia’s ‘second’ striker.

OK, so Footscray J.U.S.T. is in 
the relegation zone after a dis- 
astrous start to the season, and in 
utter desperation, it has dragged 
Jim Kondarios out of retirement in 
a bid to stop the rot. But things 











aren’t as bad as they may seem, _ 


says Kondarios, 33, who forsook 
soccer last year to work on his 11- 
acre property at Plenty, past 
Greensborough. 


He’s been told by the club’s hierarchy that a 
striker who played in the Yugoslav First Division 
will arrive soon to help boost the team. 

And J.U.S.T. might not have been in its present 
plight had it not been for injuries to Vlatko Belic, 
Emil Petrov, Branislav Jovic and others, Kon- 
darios says. 

**Young fellows like Tapia and Lazopoulos have 
a lot of talent but they’ve been lacking confidence. 
They’ve been needing to win to lift them, and we 
need a bit of experience in the midfield. Maybe 
they've lacked a bit of fighting spirit as well.” 

But he agrees J.U.S.T. has made mistake upon 
mistake over the years. We remind him of 1977 
and 1978, when coach Cedo Cirkovic was trying to 
mould young players into a team with a long-term 
future, only to be foiled by the committee which 
decided to get rid of Mendo Ristovski, John Ni- 
colaides, Joe Palinkas, Jee Picioane etc. Then 
came the year when J.U.S.T. bought heaps of 
players and only one of them — Slobodan Jovanov- 
ic — proved to be any good. Next came the switch 
to a British-style team, and now the return to the 
continental approach — a turnover of more than 
half the team in one year! 

Although K ondarios makes no excuses for those 
mistakes, he does point out that J.U.S.T. has 
coped magnificently with getting itself out of 
financial trouble and that things will improve in 
the next few weeks. 

Kondarios, 33, was born in Greece. His first 
club in Melbourne was Parkville AEK in the 
Sunday League, where he played left back as a 16- 
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ycar-old. After a year, he switched to Croatia 
where he advanced from the under 18s to the sen- 
iors. Here’s how the 1970 Croatia side looked after 
Kondarios’s elevation from the reserves: Mike 
Kovacek — Ray Wixey, Bobby Symington, Hugh 
Gunn, Jim Kondarios — Brian Williams, Jimmy 
Mackay — Williamson, Billy Vojtek, Bill McInty- 
re, Ivica Turicar. 


When Croatia was expelled from the VSF in 
1972, Kondarios moved on to newly-promoted 
State League team Keilor-Austraia, where he was 
top scorer two seasons running, although playing 
at centre back. Next stop was J.U.S,.T. where he 
now Starts his 10th season. 


He left J.U.S.T. in 1983 however, to jain Cedo 
Cirkovic at Fawkner in the State League. Cirkovic 
had coached Kondarios at JU.S.T., and of course 
is back there now. 

“} left J.U.S.T. because I didn’t like what was 
happening under the new coach, Bobby McLach- 
lan,’’ Kondarios says. 


“He was bringing in players he thought would 
do the job for him, while getting rid of guys like 
Mendo Ristovski and Zokkie Ilioski who were 
better than those he recruited. Zokkie’s always 
been a bit of a mouth, but he doesn’t mean people 
any harm. He’s just honest, and he says things 
straight to your face. After we’d lost to Green 
Gully one time, Zokkie told McLachlan it was be- 
cause of McLachlan’s tactics, and after that I 
don’t think McLachlan liked him anymore. Any- 
way, they sold him to Makedonia. 

“At Fawkner, the attitude was different to what 
you find in the National League and I didn’t really 
enjoy it. I lost interest, and I quit at the end of 
1983. 

“During the night series this year, Cira (Cirko- 
vic) saw me a couple of times, and invited me 
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ondarios (centre) with his trophy as J.U.S.T.’s Player of the Year

down to training. I surprised myself because al- 
though I’d been away from soccer, I pulled up 
quite good — although I was injured in my first 
match, against Croatia. I’d been working very 
hard on my property at Plenty — clearing the 
land, doing the lawns, fixing the house, getting 
around on the tractor... 

“I felt a bit nervous in the first game back. I 
was marking Gary Ward, and he didn’t seem to do 
as much work as he used to when he was a winger 
with Makedonia. But then, there weren’t many 
good players at all in that match. I'll play this 
year, and if I do OK, I might keep going.” 

Kondarios says his best defensive partnership 
was with Jim Kriaris. They played together at 
J.U.S.T. for about five seasons. In the State team, 
he partnered Arthur Xanthopoulos of Hellas and, 
for a while, Peter Vaughan who was with Moo- 
roolbark and Juventus. 

He remembers his game against Olympiakos of 
Greece. He was one of the guest stars in the 
Hellas team that met the Greek tourists. 

Olympiakos won, but Kondarios wasn’t impres- 
sed. “They disappointed me,” he says. ‘“They 
were whingers. They kept saying: Come over to 
Greece and we'll show you how the game is 
played. I said: You’re here now — show us now. 
They were just childish, When they got a penalty 
against us, they were begging Mike Galakos to 
come and take it because none of the others were 
game!’’ 

He has a few funny stories about experiences 
with the Victorian team — most notably one con- 
cerning Ristovski and a waitress in Noumea... 

His first game for Victoria was as Steve Walk- 
er’s defensive partner against Glasgow Rangers 
in @ 1-5 loss in 1975. 

The team was: Jack Reilly — Mike Pye (Jim 
Tansey), Walker, Kondarios, Andy Kazi — Mirko 
Rujevic, John Gardiner, Jimmy Mackay, John

Then came games against Benfica (0-2), 
Noumea (3-0 and 3-2), Australia B (1-3), Velez 
Mostar (2-2), South Australia (1-2), Tottenham 
Hotspur (1-3), Bologna (0-4), Italian Army (1-2), 
Atromitos (1-1) and, after a one-year absence, 
Dundee (2-1) — a total of 12 games. 

He also played for Australia B against South 
Australia, under coach Jim Shoulder, and scored a 
goal in that match. Rudi Gutendorf also had him 
in camp with the Socceroos.

Robert Wheatley 
The young Socceroos

And the young Socceroos have

David Lowe, Oscar Crino, Steve 
Blair ... the list goes on. 

But is the young Socceroo con- 
cept providing a bridging gap be- 
tween youth and senior soccer? 

In the past, there has been a dis- 
tinct lack of incentive for young 
players to stay in the game. 

The young Socceroos now pro- 
vide that, but do we expect too 
much from the youngsters in re- 
turn? 

There are some who decry the 
practice of overusing the young 
Starlets in National League teams, 
an occurrence they say can lead to 
a drop in the form of the young- 
sters. 

One of those who advances that 
theory is a former young Socce- 
roo, Robbie Wheatley. 

Wheatley, with Sydney club 
Blacktown, was part of the 1981 
side, a capable right back who was 
solid in defence and eager to add 
depth to the Australian attack. 

Wheatley has some intriguing 
things to say about the young Soc- 
ceroo concept and the effect it has 
on the careers of young players. 


While he thinks that the youth 
team is essential in the link be- 
tween junior and senior football, 
he feels there is too much pressure 
on the younger players once they 
make the young Socceroo team. 

“It was really obvious after the 
1983 World Youth Cup and then 
again after the recent series,’’ he 
Said, 

“Clubs and coaches are pushed 
too much by the media into using 
young players in their first teams. 

“After a few good showings 
there is all this screaming for 
such-and-such to be included in the 
national team or in the first team 
of his NSL club. 

“It's quite illogical.” 

Wheatley said pressure on 
young players can become immen- 
se 


‘'They Start to feel that the team 
is relying on them, and that is in- 
tolerable for young players who 
are still learning their trade. 

‘‘What happens more than not is 
that players’ form suddenly drops 


way. 
He said clubs and coaches have 


to stick to their guns and gradually 
ease young players into regular 
places in NSL teams. 

“It is easy for any player to get 
hyped up and to play his heart out 
in a short tournament, especially 
when you're playing for your coun- 


try. 

“But it's another matter when 
you’ve got to last over the hard 
slog of a whole league season.’ 

Wheatley believes some players 
can make the transition straight 
into the NSL, but most need to be 
nurtured. He said one oely needed 
to look at the number of former 
youth teams stars who have 
struggled to establish themselves 
as first team players, let alone 
make their way into the national 
side 

“After 1981, there was a whole 
bunch of players who were being 
hailed as stars by the media, and 
there were all sorts of calls for 
them to be immediately included 
in NSL first teams. 

“Some of them did well and es- 
tablished themselves, but others 
suffered dramatic form reversals

‘Look at the fortunes of Mark 
Koussas and Ian Hunter, just to 
name two,” . 

Meanwhile, someone such as 
Oscar Crino, who avoided the 
hurly burly of the NSL, had time to 
develop and now is a much more 
complete player. 

"We must retain the young Soc- 
ceroos, but we’ve got to be careful 
how we treat the talent we 
unearth.” 

Wheatley himself admitted that 
after the 1981 Cup, his form 
dropped. 


“I don’t think I developed as 
much as everyone — including 
myself — had hoped.”’ 

But he said the new season had 
started promisingly. 

“I'm hitting my straps, and I 


reckon I'm a much more con- 
sistent player now.”’
